Of thesie, five are* swing­ 
ing in flavor of Russia, and if uncon­ 
firmed reports be true, there have 
been developments of the most Im­ 
portance to the cause of the alli« *s as 
reported by the arm ies of the czar. 
On the Koenigsberg route, it ts an­ 
nounced that despite the* enormous 
fcree of men hurled from the Warsaw 
attack by Marshal Von Hlnelenberg, 
orders have been given for the evac­ 
uation of Inaterburg by all civilians.

From W arsaw comes the word that 
th<* Germans have evacuated tho lm- 
portant city of Lodz, raptured with 
so much bloodshed on Dec. 9 and have 
retired towards K&liscz on the Prus­ 
sian border.
